Accuses Money Interests of Chicago 
of Using Same Methods of Corrup­ 
tion Against 
Lorimor Which Are 
Charged Caused Hie Election. 


W ashington, June 23.—T he new in­ 
vestigation by a senate com m ittee into 
the charges th a t bribery effected the 
election of William Lorimor as United 
States senator from Illinois, began in 
earnest, with Richard Yates, form er 
governor of Illinois, as th e sta r wit­ 
ness. 
Mr. Yates was questioned closely as 
to 
“jack pot" funds and other forms 
of corruption in the Illinois legislature 
a t the time he was governor. 
George W. Hinman, editor and pub­ 
lisher of the Chicago Inter-Ocean, pre­ 
ceded Mr. Yates on the stand. He de­ 
flated 
his belief th at th ere was a 
"Jack pot” iliad as every session of 
the 
Illinois 
legislature in the last 
twelve years. 
He accused the money 
Interests of Chicago of using the same 
methods of corruption against Lorlmer 
which have been charged effected Ix>r 
inter s election. 
Of the “Jack pot” at 
the session when P r i m e r was elected, 
he said it was believed the liquor in­ 
terests of Peoria had contributed. He 
professed 
entire 
ignorance of any 
money used or contributed in Lori 
liter's behalf. 
Mr. Healy, of counsel for the com ­ 
mittee, conducted the exam ination of 
Mr. Yates. 
"Did you ever hear of a Jaok-pot 
when you w ere governor?” asked Mr. 
Healy. "No, sir.” 
A m oment later, he told of the pas 
sage of the Mueller bill, providing for 
municipal 
ow nership of street 
rail­ 
ways. 
He related how, when he was 
governor, Speaker Mueller cam e to 
him with an account of two men at­ 
tem pting to bribe him to ald in the 
passage of the bill and how the bill 
was passed. 
"M r Mueller died shortly afterw ard, 
because the house. Instead of invest! 
gating the alleged bribery, investigat­ 
ed him, his friends told me," said Mr. 
Yates. 
Mr. Yates said John J. Ijsne, a Chi­ 
cago Inter-Ocean 
reporter, cam e to 
him in 19«»l with a report that a cor­ 
ruption fund existed in the legislature. 
Because I.ane could produce no w it 
nesses the subject was not made a 
subject of formal investigation, said 
Mr. Yates. 
These were the only rum ors of cor­ 
ruption, he said, that he wa* able to 
tell about. 
The calling of Mr. Binm an was a 
surprise, and was due, so Senator Dil­ 
lingham, chairm an of the probers ex 
plained, to 'h e desire of Mr. Hinman 
to keep a pressing engagem ent. 
To questions by Mr. Marble, of coun­ 
sel for the probers, Mr. Hinman said 
he was a close friend to S enator P r i ­ 
mer. but had reecived no money to be 
used In his election. 
Mr. Hinm an de 
d a re d he had never talked with any 
one 
who said he contributed to a 
"ja< k-pot," operated one or received 
money from one 
“But 
I 
believe th ere has been a 
jack pot’ In every legislature of Illi­ 
nois since I went to Illinois twelve 
years ago," he added. 
"W hat 
do you mean by a ‘Jack­ 
pot’?" asked Senator Fletcher. “A cor­ 
ruption fund. 
I believe they call the 
fellows who handle It in New York, 
where I cam e from, the Black Horse 
C av alry .'" 
The attorney read editorials from 
the Inter-Ocean In which the sugges 
tion was made that prom inent persons 
In Chicago and In Peoria "m ight be 
shaken by an investigation into IIH 
nois legislature jack pots."
